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A BILL FOR 
An Act relating to the approval of compensation of employees 

of the state during the biennial fiscal period beginning 
July 1, 1951, and ending June 30, 1953. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

1 Section 1. During the biennium beginning July 1, 1951, 

2 and ending June 30, 1953, the compensation paid employees of 

3 the state from appropriations made by the General Assembly, 

4 except employees of educational institutions under the State 

5 Board of Education, employees of the Supreme Court, employees 

6 of the Clerk of the Supreme Court, and employees under the 

7 Attorney General, and except salaries specifically provided 

8 for by statute or appropriation acts, shall be subject to 

9 the approval of the comptroller and executive council. 

EXPLANATION OF HOUSE FILE 629 

This bill is modeled after Chapter 40, Acts of the 53rd General Assembly, and is the 
same as that act with the exception that employees of the Supreme Court and the Clerk 
of the Supreme Court have been added. By its terms, with the exception of certain 
instrumentalities of the state, salaries of employees of the state are subject to the 
approval of the comptroller and the executive council.
